A million men is an army within 
itself and yet we have it, but It is 
scattered—tied up in industries that 
have little or no significance in the 
prosecution of the war. 
This army mu3t be mobilized and 
that immediately. 
The government 
is offering attractive positions to all 
kind of labor under the best of terms, 
but the response has been far short 
of the needs and only two ways are' 
open for the government to supply 
the need. 
Either there must be 
a 
heartier response on the part of la­ 
bor to the volunteer call or the gov­ 
ernment will be compelled to resort 
to the draft. 
Additional quotas of unskilled la­ 
bor are called for today amounting, to 
876,150 men, Oklahoma’3 quota be­ 
ing 7,500. 
The Ada office has al­ 
ready sent out to various points over 
a hundred men, but more must fol­ 
low these if this office is to make its 
quota. 
It must come to this point, and 
come to it soon, that any man who is 
capable of doing the kind of work

In regard to employing negro men 
as waiters in cafes and restaurants, 
A. C. Young, manager of the New 
Ha i is Hotel, suggests that no good 
would be accomplished for one man­ 
ager to refuse to employ these fel­ 
lows and at the same 
time 
other 
managers employ them. 
In 
other 
words, if one hotel refuses to hire 
them, they can go elsewhere and get 
the same kind 
of 
work, 
thereby 
benefitting the government 
in 
no 
way. He suggests that if the State 
Council of Defense would take this 
m atter up and have it apply to all 
towns in the state, the employment 
of these negro men would cease. 
Members of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the County Council of De­ 
fence say this matter will be put be­ 
fore the State Council, and we really 
believe good will result. 
In towns 
the size of Ada the empoyment of ne­ 
groes really amounts to 
little, 
as 
there are not more than a few at the 
most.
